COLUMBUS, 0O., Sept. 23

Stevenson 
Endorsed 
By A.F.L. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (AP).— 
The American Federation of La- 
bor convention today endorsed 
Governor Adlai E, Stevenson, 
the Democratic candidate, for 
president of the United States. 

The. action was unanimous by 
the 800 delegates who acted on a 
committee recommendation, 

It was the first endorsement 
by convention action since the 
A.F.L, was founded in 1881. Back 
in-1924 a special A.F.L. commit- 
tee endorsed the late Senator 
Robert M. Lafollette of Wiscon- 
son, who was running for the 
presidency on the Progressive 
ticket. 

The C.1.0. already has endorsed 
Stevenson, thus putting the two 
big branches of labor firmly be- 
hind the Democratic candidate.

Harold Beckley, a U.S. Senate 
pres® gallery secretary traveling 
with Nixon as a press attache, 
told two United Press correspon- 
dents Nixon would quit the race. 

The report was denied by 
Nixon and about an hour or so 
later by Beckley. However, the 
U.P. correspondents said he had 
given the information to them. 

“Nixon has been thrown to the 
wolves,” Beckley told the two 
newsmen. 

Shortly after Beckley was 
quoted, Nixon's press secretary, 
James Bassett, said: 

“I will not deny or confirm 
any report concerning Senator 
Nixon's intentions. All I will say| 
now is this: You will have to 
wait for Senator Nixon's talk to 
learn his intentions.” 

The U.P. correspondents said 
Beckley told them the decision 
to drop Nixon already had been 
made and would come from 
Eisenhower directly. He said the 
report Nixon would quit was 
based on fact, not personal 
opinion.

Worst trouble today was at the

The Forest Service has 180 men 
on one side of the fire, 100 on the 
other, and is still pouring in men 
and machinery. 

The fire, believed startad by 
a hunter, has now covered 500 
acres. The Forest Service fears 
it might spread into the old Hill- 
crest Lumber Co. slash, where 
it would have a clear run over 
hundreds of acres, 


Lines Hold at Copper Canyon 


At Copper Canyon, 600 ioggers 
of MacMillan and Bloedel Ltd. 
have held their 2,000-acre fire in 
slash and green timber within 
its boundaries for 24 hours. Of- 
ficials report the fire “not under 
control” as yet, but feel only a 
rising wind can cause them more 
trouble. 

Major hot spots of the fire are 
under control, an official said 
and most of the standing ‘imber 
burned will be salvaged within 
the next 10 years. 

“The Tire was set during the 
moist weather of a week ago, in 
order to burn slash, and we've 
been fighting it every day since 
then.” he said 

He added that earlier reports 
of a skidder having been lost 
were erroneous. A machine was 
cut off from Chemainus when a 
railroad bridge was burned, he 


said, but there was ample room 
farther back in the operations 
to move it to safety. 

A 50-acre fire was giving @ 
crew of 32 men trouble today two 
miles west of Glen Lake, and 
men are being recruited to help 
the 53-man crew combatting a 
blaze on the E. and N. Railway, 
25 miles out from Port Alberni.

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The Danger of Window Dressing 


S WAS POINTED OUT HERE 

the other day, it is foolish to 
expect the November conference of 
Commonwealth prime ministers to 
do anything fundamental about 
the stubborn problems of trade 
This view has lately been expressed 
by The London Economist, un- 
doubtedly the most influential eco- 
nomic journal in the world. Why, 
then, The Economist asks, is the 
British government ~“making so 
much fuss” about the forthcoming 
conference and thus building the 
public’s hopes too high? There are 
two possible explanations, The Eco- 
nomist concludes 

On the one hand, the British 
government may regard the confer- 
ence as “no more than a combiha- 
tion of window-dressing and wishful 
thinking.” The government obvi- 
ously decided some time ago’ that 
same new initiative in -economic 
policy was needed, but “had no 
idea, or at least no collective idea, 
what it should be. Partly from 
sentiment, but perhaps more be- 
cause it was conveniently far away, 
the Commonwealth conference be- 
came a means of focusing thought 
on the long-term problems about 
which the ministers might agree 
and an excuse for putting off-im- 
mediate decisions.. This is probably 
the truth, but-if-so, British blun- 
dering is, once more, being mis- 
taken abroad for something more 
astute.” 

On the other hand, the British 
government must know, The Eco- 
nomist says, that any attempt to 
erect a system of restricted and pro- 
tected trade within the Cémmon- 
wealth will be rejected by the con- 
ference. But after this rejection, 
The Economist suspects, the gov- 
ernment can excuse this failure and 
its own lack of decisive policy. by 
blaming the overseas members of 
the Commonwealth 

It is sign.ticant that the impos- 
sibilty of hiving the Commonwealth 
off into an exclusive, tariff-pro- 
tected trading zone is thoroughly

While Mr. James was giving that 
explanation to Chamber of Commerce 
officials, Gordon Wood, vice-president 
of Trans-Canada Air Lines was an- 
nouncing, in an interview, that Vic- 
toria is the most air-minded city. on 
a per capita basis, of any terminal in 
T.C.A.’s system. 

On the same day publicity was 
given to these statements, the news- 
papers carried a story setting out a 
problem of Port Renfrew merchants. 
They said that business would be 
strangled in their community unless 
they were given mail and freight 
service at least equivalent to that 
formerly provided by the Princess 
Maquinna. The replacement vessel is 
not providing such a service. Pre- 
sumably Mr. James might have re- 
peated to the West Coast merchants 
the explanation he gave to the Vic 
toria Chamber of Commerce officials.

The Commonwealth conference, 
however, need not be a piece of 
temporary window dressing. If it 
persuades the Commonwealth 
members to place their internal 
affairs—especially the problem of 
inflation — in better order, if it 
seeks the development of wider and 
freer world trade instead of trade 
restriction, and if it can thus per- 
Suade ‘the United States towards 
lower tariffs and larger imports, the 
conference can begin a real attack 
on the problem which now unbal- 
ances the whole world economy.

Unless it provides a _ detailed 
reply over and above the comment 
regarding costs of the winter run, the 
C.P.R. may expect growing misgiv- 
ings in Victoria that this city is to be 
progressively neglected in a move- 
ment concentrating steamship con- 
nections between, the mainland and 
Vancouver Island at Nanaimo.

in London 

The Australian Government is more 
desirous of luring British youth.

History 
And Honesty 


BY WALTER LIPPMANN~ 
from Washington 


MONG those who have attended the 
inquests on two world wars there 
must be many who feel that we ought to 
work aut a code of fair practice. We need 
put it no higher than that, laying aside 
any idea that we can 
know the whole truth, 
the one and only final 
truth about the past. 
Though all the records 
have long since been, 
as we say today, declas- 
sified, the history of 
the American Revolu- 
tion is still being re- 
written. Douglas Free- 
' man’s great biography 
Lippmann of George Washington 
is not yet completed. The French Revo- 
lution, in spite of the wealth of verified 
facts about it, is still almost as controver- 
sial a subject among different schools of 
historians as it was when Edmund Burke 
was attacking Dr. Price in his “Reflec- 
tions on the Revolution in France.” 
There is not as yet, so far as I know, 
a reasonably adequate disinterested his- 
tory of the early years of the Russian 
Revolution—none which brings together 
the data which have become accessible 
since 1917 
The still more recent past--as for ex 
ample our relations with the Soviet 
Union and with China since the outbreak 
of the war—is both hot and obscure. We 
cannot know because we are not allowed 
to know much that is essential to the 
story 


CLOSED BOOK 


Even after the event, with ali the 
benefits of hindsight, the critic of the 
recent past is up agc‘ast the fact that 
the Soviet and the Red Chinese archives 
are a closed book, The Japanese archives 
have not yet; I believe, been studied care- 
fully by independent historians Even 
our own records are not completely open 

Yet we cannot for a moment admit 
that there must not be critical discussion 
of the recent past, in which the opposi- 
tion holds the administration aceountable. 
The administration is accountable, an- 
awerable for what happened in its term 
of affice and within the period of its 
power. This does not mean that it can 
claim the credit for all that went right 
or that it must be punished for every- 
thing that went wrong 

Tito’s break with Moscow, for ex 
ample, was a windfall, not an achieve- 
ment of western diplomacy Nor, of 
dourse, does it mean that for what went 
wrong the administration is necessarily 
to be convicted of a crime and beheaded 
forthwith. It should be punished justly 
for the mistakes that reasonably prudent 
and competent men would not have 
made. But it cannot be punished for 
honest mistakes, for unavoidable mis- 
takes, and for uncontrollable events 


FAIR PRACTICE 


It is in our judgments about the 
things which went wrong that we need 
a code of fair practice. For since there 
can be no such thing as the one and only 
final truth about them, the best we can 
have is honesty and competence in look- 
ing for the truth ’ 

We need a code of fair practfte for 
the protection of our public servants 
who cannot be intelligently honest if 
they are terrorized, if they cannot rely 
upon the fairness of the people they are 
serving 

We need a code of fair practice no 
less for the protection of the opposition: 
an attack like Jenner’s on Gen. Mar- 
shall contaminates any sincere discussion 
of Gen. Marshall's policies during a cam- 
paign. 

We need a code of fair practice above 
all, for the good of our own souls

“No senator can maintain a 
separate home here, raise a 
family, do necessary campaigning 
and maintain contacts back in 
his state-on that,” said Senator 
George D. Aiken (Rep.

Aiken said some senators are 
wealthy but others must supple 
ment_their incomes by practising 
law, making speeches for pay, 
writing “or putting the wife or 
some member of the family on 
the office pay roll.”

As Aiken put it, “if a senator 
did not get home often to see his 
constituents he would not be in 
the senate long.” 

In addition to his salary and 
tax-free expense allowance, each 
senator receives a basic allot- 
ment for hiring clerks and other 
aides. Its size depends on the 
population wf his state. In 
Nixon's case the amount is ex- 
pected to be about $60,000 a 
year. 

In addition to the major 
allowances, U.S. senators re 
ceive such benefits as 

Special cash funds for 
tionery, postage, official tele 
grams -and long-distance calls; 
free franking of all mail that the 
senator considers official busi 
ness; free office space and office 
furniture; free haircuts at a 
private barber shop; and up to 
$900 a year for office space in

OTTAWA, Sept. 23 (CP)—Can 
ada rolled up her biggest 
monthly world trading credit of 
the year in July and put herself 
$197,000,000 in the black for the 
first seven months of 1952. 

The favorable position, the Bu., 
reau of Statistics said today, was 
a complete reversal of the pic 
ture at the end of July last year 
At that time Canada’s surplus 
of imports over exports left her 
$331,900,000 in the red 

For the complete year of 1951 
she had a. world trading deficit 
of $121,000,000. 

The bureau reported Canadian 
exports outstripped imports by 
$32,600,000 in July for a credit 
record in every month but May 
when the deficit was $700,000. In 
July, 1951, there was a $7,900,000 
favorable balance 

In trade with the United States, 
however, @anada had an. import 
surplus in July of $54,500,000 
compared with $29,800,000 a year 
earlier. Her cumulative trading 
deficit with the U.S, for the seven 
months—.was_-$330,200,000, com 
pared with 74,000,000 a year 
ago 

Export surplus in trade with 
Britain rose in July to $35,300,000 
from $30,800,000 in the corre 
sponding month last year, the 
cumulative seven-month total be 
ing $270,104,000. This was 
sharply above last year's $60.

Smoke of Battle Clears Momentarily as Woods-Wise Loggers Crew Shackles Rampaging Fire 


By DON INGHAM—Times Staff Reporter 


When fire strikes at the heart of a big—really big—logging 
outfit, wheels begin to turn in a hurry. 


Such a fire broke out Saturday night in the Cooper Canyon 
operations of MacMillan and Bloedel Ltd., when high wind 
drove a slash fire across fire breaks and into both felled and 
bucked and standing timber. 


The company’s answer to the outbreak was revealed by a 
trip to the camp Monday afternoon. 


mee 12-mile drive from the Cowichan Lake highway, over 
in excellent gravel road and through logged.country, brings 
one to the camp, in the Copper Canyon of Chemainus River. 


Except for a heavy smudge over the area, a visitor would 
never know that a real battle was on. There is complete erder 
at the egmp, almost within a home run of the closest fire line, 
and evewene seems to know his job. 


Equipment roils in and out of camp with a minimum of 
freuzy, and maintenance work proceeds. as usual. 

In-the heart of the fire the same order prevails. Roads 
provide fair access to the fire area, and a drive through the 
country proves that hundreds of men, though out of sight, are 
on the job. 


‘The two streams are roughly parallel, about two miles apart 
and converge at a point about a mile below the camp. 

Slash fires were started a week ago over a huge area on 
both sides of the two streams. The only trouble arose at the 
easterly end of the mountain, when a strong wind carried the

300 men each.

Bulldozers are pushing fire trails as hard as possible, as 
secondary lines of defense, and at least 15 trucks carrying 
water tanks of 800 gallons and more are constantly patrolling 
the roads to wet down the flames within reach of their hoses.

‘Casper Milquetoast's’ Creator Died With Happy Memory of City 


One of the last personal 
letters written by H. T. Web- 
ster, internationally known 
cartoonist who died yesterday, 
was received on Wednesday by 
The Victoria Daily Times, 
which featured his cartoons on 
the editorial page. 

“My wife and I will never 
forget your beautiful city 
which we visited about 27 
years ago,” Webster wrote. 

“There was also an exciting 
adventure on Central Lake 
(the far end) where it was im- 
possible to cast without hook- 
ing a trout.” 


The letter was written ‘in

In fact, chronic infection may 
cause the tonsils to appear 
shrunken and still pour poison 
into the system. In such cases, 
especially if rheumatism, injury 
to the kidneys, or other damage 
is suspected, the tonsils should 
generally come out 

In acute tonsillitis, 
become inflamed and swollen. 
Tonsils are not removed at the 
time when they are acutely in- 
flamed If, however, acute at- 
tacks develop— frequently and 
signs of danger to other parts 
of the body appear. then these 
tonsils too may need to be re 
moved 


INTERFERE WITH 
BREATHING 


The adenoids are made up of 
tissue much like that of the 
tonsils. This tissue lies in the 
back part of the nose The 
adenoids, like the tonsils, may 
harder germs and-cause chronic 
infection 

In children, particularly, they 
may be large enough to inter- 
fere with breathing through the 
nose—most mouth breathers 
have enlarged adenoids The 
adenoids can be, and usually 
are, removed at the same time 
as the tonsils 

Definitely diseased tonsils and 
adenoids should be removed sur- 
gically. They are sometimes 
treated with X-ray, by coagula- 
tion with an electric needle, or 
by radium (in the case of the 
adenoids), but these methods 
are not used as often as surgical 
removal.
